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Train, village and nostalgia 
are all part of Christmas joy

At Christmastime a 
lot of families will have 
a train set that is part 
of the decorations. That 
train set usually encir¬ 
cles the bottom of the 
Christmas tree. But for 
Jim Dennis, the train set 
he uses is a little more 
elaborate than that. 

Dennis, the owner of 
Stanton Electronics and 
Dennis Entertainment, 
has set up not just a 
train set around the tree 
in his electronic store 
on Main Street, but a 
complete village. Some 
parts of it have a direct 
correlation with Powell 
County. 

“I have a replica of 
the old Clay City Bank 
Building, the old Powell 
County Courthouse 
and the cabin at Gladie 
Creek,” Dennis said as 
he watched the train 
go around the tracks. “I 
even have a replica, sort 
of, of the (Nada) tunnel. 
I picked the rocks out for 
it from a creek bed.” 

The village has a drive 
in theater, using a moni¬ 
tor that often displays 
pictures of children who 
had their photo taken 


with Santa at the store 
late last month. There 
are several churches in 
the village, much like 
the county has over 30. 
There is even homage 
to volunteer firefighters, 
police officers and emer¬ 
gency workers. To go 
along with a fire depart¬ 
ment structure, there is 
a wreck on one of the 
“streets” with emergency 
personnel and vehicles 
on scene. 

The village and tracks 
are set up on 16 foot 
pieces of wood that are 
painted to look like city 
streets. In all he has over 


70 buildings which also 
include shops, restau¬ 
rants, a hospital and a 
construction site. There 
are figurines of people 
throughout, as well as 
cars, trucks and other 
vehicles. 

“It took us about a 
month to put it all togeth¬ 
er, spending time after 
hours and some times 
working on it when we 
should have been doing 
other things,” Dennis 
joked. He said he could 
not take all the credit 
as his son Jim, moth¬ 
er Ladonna, his sister 
Sonya and an employee, 


Lois, all worked to make 
the village and train set 
up a success. 

The table tops, with 
holes drilled for the 
structures electric cords 
to go through, was con¬ 
structed by Dennis and 
his son. There are three 
power strips with 20 out¬ 
lets a piece helping to 
illuminate the buildings 
and run the train. Car 
batteries help to keep 
the lights on tip of the 
bridge going. “I have a

But then they decided to 
make sure that no one 
had to be alone or miser¬ 
able that time of year. So 
they and many of their 
friends took on the task 
of providing the dinner. 

The event grew from 
cooking in their own 


kitchen the first year 
and serving 75 people to 
now using the school and 
fixing about 350 meals. 
Many of those are sent 
out via volunteer drivers 
to those who may not be 
able to get out. 

As for leftovers, in years 
past the Roses have been 
known to send those to 
the Powell County Jail 
and the Dessie Scott 
Children’s Home in Pine 
Ridge. 

But how do they 


afford to feed so many? 
“Donations,” Jackie said. 
“We get a lot of donations 
to help us and we appre¬ 
ciate it all.” 

It is that kind of love 
that helps the Community 
Friends make sure that 
the love is spread around 
to everyone.

Two escape 
from PCDC 

Manhunt is on for inmates 
facing charges in 6 counties

A man hunt is on for 
two inmates who escaped 
from the Powell County 
Detention Center last 
Thursday morning and 
may have stolen a car 
to use for their getaway. 
Both men are facing bur¬ 
glary, theft and persistent 
felon charges in at least 
six counties, including 
Powell. 

Jail officials say that 
Phillip T. Wells, 26, of 
Richmond, and Joshua 
Wayne Abner, 24 of Waco, 
escaped through an air 
vent that led them to an 
access door on the roof. 
The incident happened at 
approximately 2 a.m. 

Jail officers were noti¬ 
fied by fellow inmates 
of Wells and Abner that 
the two were escaping. 
It appears that a ceiling 
panel was pulled loose 
and the two men climbed 
through it. There were 
nine other inmates in 
the cell at the time, but 
none of them attempted 
to escape. 

“The inmates start¬ 
ed trying to get guards 
attention and told them 
that the two were escap¬ 
ing right then,” Powell 
County Jailer Travis 
Crabtree said. Local and 
state police units, along 
with deputies were called 
to the jail to search the 
roof and the grounds. 
However, both men had 
already left the area. 

Police began to fan 
out throughout Stanton 
to look for the men. 
Meanwhile at 4:53 a.m. 
Powell County Dispatch 
received a call that 
a car had been stolen. 
The car, a 1993, white 
Honda Accord, four door 
with license tag number 
428-CLE, was report¬ 
edly taken from Baker’s 
Apartments across from 
the Mt. View Drive-In on 
East College Avenue. 

Police say that vehi-

cle belonged to Eric 
Fountain. 

Police are not sure if 
the car theft was indeed 
perpetrated by Wells and 
Abner, but are investigat¬ 
ing the theft as if they 
may have been involved. 

Another vehicle on 
Greenway Drive, just 
literally around the cor¬ 
ner from where the car 
was stolen, reportedly 
was broken into. Stanton 
Police say that the steer¬ 
ing column was busted as 
if someone tried to steal 
the car. Another report 
came about a possible 
third vehicle, but the 
owner of that vehicle has 
not called back to let offi¬ 
cers take a report. 

“They went through an

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Clay City man charged in 
deadly accident back in jail

A Powell County man 
who has been charged 
with murder and DUI is 
back in jail facing a bond 
violation and burglary 
charges in Lexington. 

Brian P. Epperson, 31 
of Clay City was arrested 
on a bench warrant for 
failing to appear for a 
drug test as was one of 
the requirements of his 
release on bond back on 
Nov. 25. He was arrest¬ 
ed last Friday by the 
Powell County Sheriffs 
Department. According 
to court records pre-trial 
services filed a report 
with the Powell District 
Court stating that 
Epperson failed to appear 
for his drug test on Dec. 
9. The court records indi¬ 
cate that a bench war¬ 
rant was issued and no 
bond would be set for the 
violation. 

Epperson was driving a 
Ford F-250 on Nov. 14 on 
Hardwick’s Creek Road 
when he allegedly crossed 
the center line and struck 
a Chevrolet S-10 driven 
by Donald Tharp. Tharp 
was pronounced dead at 
the scene. A passenger in 
Tharp’s truck, Constance 
Puckett, was flown to 
the UK medical Center 
for treatment and later 
released. Epperson was 


charged with murder, 
DUI and assault. 

At the time of the acci¬ 
dent Epperson reportedly 
failed field sobriety tests, 
including one allegedly 
used by state police and 
motor vehicle enforce¬ 
ment officers to deter¬ 
mine if someone may be 
on medications but may 
have more than thera¬ 
peutic levels in their 
bloodstream. 

Police reports indicate 
that Epperson “displayed 
glassy, bloodshot eyes, 
was unsteady on his feet 
and had slurred speech.” 

A search warrant 
of Epperson’s truck 
involved in the acci¬ 
dent revealed that he 
also had a prescription 
bottle for Promethazine 
(Phenergan, used to treat 
allergy symptoms) and 
two bottles of Alprazolam 
(Xanax). Both bottles 
were empty according to 
police, but did not indi¬ 
cate anything further 
about the medications. 

Epperson also reported¬ 
ly at first told officers he 
was not under the influ¬ 
ence and was taken to 
the Powell County Clinic 
for a blood draw. Later 
he reportedly told offi¬ 
cers he had “consumed a 
Xanax prior to operating 
the vehicle.” 

Epperson’s original 
bond was set at $250,000 
cash, but reduced to 


$10,000 cash by the 
Powell District Court. It 
was paid on Nov. 25 and 
he was released. However, 
it is believed his case will 
be sent to the grand jury. 

To add to his legal 
woes, Epperson has been 
charged with burglary 
second degree-forced 
entry of a residence in 
Fayette County. According 
to the warrant issued 
in that case Epperson 
is accused of entering 
a home belonging to 
Michael Sweeney some¬ 
time between Nov. 1 and 
Nov. 23. Lexington Police 
forensic units allegedly 
found Epperson’s finger¬ 
prints on a microwave 
that had been unplugged 
and “tampered with in an 
attempt to remove it from 
the home” according to 
the warrant. A bathroom 
mirror was also reported 
missing. 

Police say they was 
able to match the finger¬ 
print based on a “positive 
identification match” and 
verified it through the 
Automated Fingerprint 
Identification System 
(AFIS). The police state¬ 
ments also indicate that 
neither Sweeney or his 
estranged wife knew 
Epperson or “have ever 
heard” of him. His bond 
for that offense has been 
set at $7,500 full cash. 


Clay City woman and former boyfriend 
are charged in Clark County murder

A Clay City woman has 
been charged with com¬ 
plicity to commit murder 
and complicity to bur¬ 
glary first as her former 
boyfriend faces murder 
charges in Winchester’s 
latest homicide. 

Sheena Tipton, 26, 
was arraigned in Clark 
District Court on Monday 
after she was arrested 
on Friday. Tipton and 
her former boyfriend, 
Percy Hargrove III, 26, of 
Georgetown, are accused 
in the death of David 
Ingram last Wednesday. 

Tipton was allegedly 
the girlfriend of Ingram 
and a former girlfriend 
to Hargrove. Police inter¬ 
viewed her at least twice; 
according to published 
reports in the Winchester 
Sun. Police do not think 
she was in Winchester 
when the shooting 
occurred. 

However they believe 
there is some evidence

indicating she may have 
been linked to the shoot¬ 
ing. Both suspects entered 
not guilty pleas. 

According to police 
and reports, Hargrove 
forced his way into 
Ingram’s home early last 
Wednesday. An alterca¬ 
tion ensued and Ingram 
was allegedly shot by 
Hargrove. 

Ingram tried to get 
away and his body was 
found under a neighbor’s 
back deck. 

Hargrove, who was a 
Scott County football 
standout, was arrested

and charged with murder, 
first-degree burglary and 
tampering with physical 
evidence later that day. 

According to news 
reports from the Sun and 
Lexington Herald-Leader 
both Tipton and Hargrove 
were appointed a public 
defender. Preliminary 
hearings, which will 
determine whether there 
is enough probable cause 
for the charges, have been 
scheduled for Jan. 4. 

Both are still in cus¬ 
tody at the Clark County 
Detention Center.

Police still searching for stabbing suspect

An altercation over an 
apartment resulted in 
one man being stabbed, 
one man being arrested 
on bench warrants and 
one man on the run. The 
bizarre incident took place 
in Clay City last Thursday 
afternoon in front of the 
M & S Pawn Shop. 

Police were called to 
the store after receiving 
calls of a fight. When they 
arrived they found George 
Jarrell had been stabbed 
in the hand. Jarrell told 
them that Brian Moore 
had injured him with a 
crow bar. An ambulance 
was summoned to the 
scene. 

As police tried to piece 
together what exactly 
occurred it was discovered 
that the incident began 
elsewhere. 

“It started at the EZ 
Stop and then ended at 
the pawn shop,” Powell 
County Deputy Robert 
“Rog” Mathews said. 
“Apparently the other 
group was renting off of 


Jarrell and he kicked 
them out. That is suppos¬ 
edly what the problem 
was.” 

Meanwhile officers 
found Stephen Miller, 23 
of Jeffersonville, in one of 
the vehicles. Miller had 
bench warrants out of 
Clark and Powell coun¬ 
ties and was placed under 
arrest. He was lodged 
in the Powell County 
Detention Center under a 
$791.50 bond. 

Police could not find the 
crow bar allegedly used 
and were unsure if they 
could charge Moore with 
anything. However, a 
bystander found the crow 
bar near the back of the 
pawn shop. “We really 
wasn’t sure what we were 
going to do, we really 
didn’t have much on him 
(Moore),” Mathews said. 
“But when he saw that 
crow bar, he took off run¬ 
ning.” 

Moore ran across 
Main Street and headed 
down 7th Street toward 
the sewer plant. Powell 
County Deputy Derek 
Townsend and Stanton 


Police Sgt. James Watson 
chased him on foot, as 
other officers began to con¬ 
verge on the area in cruis¬ 
ers. Townsend did grab 
Moore’s coat,but he slipped 
out of t and kept running. 

“I grabbed it, he threw 
his arms straight back 
and slipped right out of 
the coat,” Townsend said. 
“We chased him to the 
river and he went across 
the river.” 

Officers from local 
and state law enforce¬ 
ment agencies searched 
for Moore, even checking 
both sides of the river. 
Officers also checked out 
Moore’s residence, which 
is in Clay City. 

“He went from noth¬ 
ing to now possibly being 
charged with assault 
and fleeing and evading 
police,” Mathews said 
Friday morning. Police 
are still searching for 
Moore and ask if any¬ 
one has information on 
his whereabouts to call 
Powell County Dispatch’s 
non-emergency number 
at 606-663-4116.

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Fiscal court fighting synthetic drugs

The Powell County Fiscal Court 
held their regular meeting last 
Tuesday night. It was the first 
meeting for judge-elect James 
Anderson at the helm. It was short 
and sweet, but the point. 

The court approved a resolu¬ 
tion to adopt the 2011 Bluegrass 
Add Regional Hazard Mitigation 
plan as the official hazard mitiga¬ 
tion plan of the county of Powell 
pending FEMA. EMS Coordinator 
Danny McCormick explained that 


this was to provide help to the 
county in case of a disaster. 

The court also approved an ordi¬ 
nance regarding the prohibition 
of the sale, possession, or delivery 
of synthetic cocaine, and synthet¬ 
ic drugs. Powell County Deputy 
and School Resource Officer Kevin 
Babcock explained this would ben¬ 
efit the children due to synthetic 
drugs being easily obtained and 
purchased at tobacco stores. 

“They can take an illegal drug, 
change or take out one molecule 
and they say is now different and 
legal,” Babcock told the court mem¬ 
bers. A second reading will be held 
next month. 

The judge executive's office will 


also have new hours of operation. 
According to Anderson, who then 
informed the court of the new office 
hours, that will be in effect. Those 
hours are Monday 8-5, Tuesday and 
Wednesday 7:30-4:30, Thursday 8- 
12, and Friday 8-4:30. 

Anderson also announced to the 
court that due to the drug testing 
policy stating no elected officials 
are to be tested he wanted to vol¬ 
untarily put his name in for ran¬ 
dom drug testing. 

Those tests have already begun 
and was part of a policy change 
developed by the late Jim Potts. 
Every county employee is set to be 
tested and then random tests are 
to held each month.

area about the size of a mattress,” Crabtree said immediately after the escape. “The 
fiscal court needs to help us make sure this don’t happen again.” 

The escape seems to part of a construction flaw that was found at the jail in 
October. On Oct. 4, Jason Taulbee escaped from the jail by lifting a ceiling panel 
that had not been bolted down. No one knew about the problem until that escape. 
Taulbee, who was being held on kidnapping, assault and escape charges when he 
bolted. He also climbed to an access door and got away. Taulbee was arrested a 
week later at a home in Mount Sterling after a short foot chase. 

At that time the loose ceiling panels were reportedly secured so that they could 
not be lifted up. But according to one source, this most recent escape revealed that 
the panels could be pulled downward. Crabtree has reportedly brought people in 
to do some welding to make sure the panels can not be manipulated for any future 
attempts. Due to security reasons Crabtree has not revealed what work is or is not 
being done to make sure escapes do not happen again. It is believed that some of 
that work may include completing the fencing all around the jail. 

“The judge (James Anderson) and fiscal court has been super about helping us 
since the escape,” Crabtree said by telephone Monday afternoon. 'They’ve been real 
good to work with and have been trying to help. I really appreciate it.” 

The jail had some renovations and work completed back in 2006. However, 
Crabtree, who was elected to the jailer’s position in 2010, was unaware of it. It is 
alleged that some of the panels were not bolted down when that work was com¬ 
pleted. 

“I’ve been in contact with the contractors who did that work and they have been 
really nice and good to work with,” Crabtree said. “They have offered to help in 
anyway possible to rectify the situation.” 

Wells and Abner are facing charges in Powell, Madison, Pendleton, Perry, Hardin 
and Laurel counties. Those charges range from theft, burglary, criminal mischief 
and even being a persistent felon. Both men were serving time for burglary. 

The Powell County charges stem from a break-in of a building at the Slade 
Subway. That happened in December 2010. Both had just recently been indicted 
for that break-in. Their bonds were set at $75,000 full cash. 

State police are investigating the escape. Wells is described as a white male, 5’11”, 
185 pounds, brown hair and hazel eyes. Abner is described as a white male, 6’01”, 
170 pounds, red hair and green eyes. Abner is originally from Jackson County. 

“I’ve heard that the state police are just minutes behind them as they were 
reportedly seen in Richmond recently,” Crabtree reported. 

State police ask that if you see the two men or the stolen vehicle that you contact 
Trooper Joe Veeneman at the Kentucky State Police Post 8 at 606-784-4127.

The classic story and 
editorial you are about to 
read is one of our favor¬ 
ites when it comes to 
Christmas. The story is 
timeless and the truth 
behind it so real today 

According to the web¬ 
site, lettersofnote.com, 
the story behind one of 
the most famous letters of 
all time went something 
like this. We hope you 
enjoy it and may you all 
have a Merry Christmas! 

“In 1897, on the advice 
of her father, eight-year- 
old Virginia O'Hanlon 
wrote a short letter to the 
editor of New York's now- 
defunct newspaper The Sun 
in which she sought con¬ 
firmation of Santa Claus' 
existence. In response, 
Francis Pharcellus Church 
published an editorial - 
entitled 'Is There a Santa 
Claus' - which went on to 
become, and is still, the 
most reprinted English 
language editorial in 
history. Interestingly, in 
1997 Virginia's great-

As I sit here in my chair 
in my office on Monday 
morning, I hear the song:

Even out in the chick¬ 
en house, things are not 
going well. My wife's 
chickens decided to all go 
on strike when the first 
cold spell hit back in early 
November. So for the past 
two months, she has had 
to buy eggs, while still 
feeding expensive scratch 
grains and laying mash 
to her chickens. 

Why feed laying mash 
to chickens which are not 


laying? Do you also real¬ 
ize how many eggs you 
use during the Christmas 
season? Each pecan pie 
takes three if not four 
eggs, not to mention the 
cakes, cookies and other 
things you have to bake 
during the holiday. 

If the problem with no 
eggs was not enough this 
month, another chicken 
house dilemma surfaced 
recently, as well. 

Back in September, the 
county agent bought his 
wife two beautiful Rhode 
Island Red pullets and 
three gorgeous Dominique 
(Dominecker) pullets. 
They were left-overs from 
Easter chickens, which 
were not taken home for 
that holiday. They have 
been a nice addition to 
the Cane Creek aviary, 
but have been very hun¬ 
gry and pretty aggres¬ 
sive. We thought these 
would make a good addi¬ 
tion to go with our other 
four hens and two roost¬ 
ers which we started out 
with back in the spring 
(please refer back to the 
Red Lobster chicken story, 
back in March). 

As the chickens grew, 


these five have started to 
really fill out, not only in 
height, but in weight. But 
last week, real chang¬ 
es started to occur. We 
noticed a great deal of 
fighting in the pen and 
the three doms started 
to fly out of the pen each 
morning. 

They also had seemed 
to have a brighter, larg¬ 
er comb and tail feath¬ 
ers seemed to appear 
overnight. Last week as 
they “flew the coop” so 
to speak, we also noticed 


more noise around the 
chicken house. 

Seemingly overnight, 
our pretty laying hens 
had turned into roosters! 
The crowing and fighting 
has just begun! Now we 
have five hens and seven 
roosters! I have tried to 
encourage my wife to put 
chicken and dumplings 
on the Christmas menu, 
but she says she can't eat 
her babies. 

Anyone needing a few 
good roosters at a reason¬ 
able rate for Christmas, 


please let me know. 

On a positive note, all 
the other creatures at 
the Reed farm are doing 
well. Jack the donkey has 
been entertaining us with 
his new tobacco stick he 
found in the barn, march¬ 
ing up and down the 
pasture like a field com¬ 
mander! 

The three cows are eat¬ 
ing hay like it was the 
dead of winter, and a 
new cat, the wife named 
Velvateen, showed up on 
our porch this week, - 
another new mouth 
to feed. To round it all 
out, our old dog showed 
back up on the porch last 
Friday after a full week of 
romance up the creek! 

All is well with most of 
the animals, but I real¬ 
ize that all may not be 
well with everyone this 
Christmas. While many 
of us will eat too much 
this week, many home¬ 
less children may go hun¬ 
gry. 

Many will spend the 
holiday waiting for test 
results, or many will 
be reeling from chemo¬ 
therapy and radiation, 
battling a disease that 


was not with them last 
Christmas. 

Homes have been bro¬ 
ken due to financial ruin, 
many have lost their jobs 
in a sinking economy, and 
our county is still under 
attack from drugs and 
alcohol abuse. 

But, with all the gloom 
and doom and bad news 
we hear on the news each 
night, we know that the 
baby in the manger is 
still with us today and 
that baby is the only hope 
we have in this world. 
Through Him, we can 
have Peace, in a dark and 
desperate world. 

I will finish my article 
this week with the last 
verse of the song I heard 
this morning.

"We have contacted 
them and they are sup¬ 
posed to get a check to us 
today," Curtis said. 

The Times called the 
Winterwood offices. 
However, the parties that 
handle Vernon Manor 
were "out to lunch." 

At 1 p.m. Curtis called 
the Times to report that 
Winterwood had paid 
their bill. The apartment 
was set to have the water 
turned back on by 2 p.m.

At Christmastime the 
spirit of giving seems to 
be evident in every life. 
People appear to be more 
willing to help one anoth¬ 
er out during the most 
generous time of the year. 
Some, however, have 
found a way to be giving 
the whole year through. 

For a few years now 
the Stanton and Bowen 
Elementary Schools have 
been implementing the 
“Backpack Program”. 
This program is designed 
to help those children at 
risk or in need by send¬ 
ing home extra food on 
the weekends. 

Each child receives 
enough food to supply 
two breakfasts and two 
lunches. The food is sent 
home as discreetly as pos¬ 
sible in an effort not to 
single out any child. The 
items for the program are 
supplied by the local Food 
Pantry. 

This year Clay City 
Elementary has also 
joined the program. After 
only a three week period 
they are already serving 
93 children. 

Bowen services 40 
children and Stanton 
Elementary has 25 chil¬ 
dren in their program. 

Clay City Elementary 
Family Resource Center 
Director Gary Morton, 
when asked how he com¬ 
piled his list of recipients 
said that he went by the 
Needs Assessment sheets 
he sends home at the 
first of every school year. 
Families complete the 
surveys and return them 
to the FRC office. 

Once Morton compiled 
his list of students he had 
to send home a permis¬ 
sion slip for each child in 
order to be able to supply 
them with the extra food. 

The Backpack Program 
sends students home with 
easy fix foods such as noo¬ 
dles, microwavable mac- 
n-cheese, cereal bars, pop 
tarts, juices, etc. The food

On a beautiful November 
afternoon as the sun was 
sinking in the 
western sky, a group of 
visitors to the Holy Land 
stood silently in Bethlehem 
and looked eastward toward 
the village of Beit Sahur. 
That little village, named 
Howard Coop for Ashur who was the 
. father of Tekoa, is about a 
Guest ColUTUTllSt mile east of Bethlehem, and 

the rolling fields around the 
village are known as Shepherds’ Fields. 

Tradition tells us that, for centuries, shepherds 
have tended sheep in those rolling fields. Those 


sheep were not ordinary sheep; without blemish, they 
were special sheep and more valuable than others. 
Shepherds raised them for a specific purpose: they 
were to be sacrificed on the altar of the temple in 

Jerusalem. 

We have the record that, on that night of nights 
when Jesus was born in a stable in Bethlehem of 
Judea, shepherds were keeping watch over their 
flocks of sheep in those fields, but that watch was 
suddenly and dramatically interrupted. An angel 
appeared to them, and they were terrified. Then the 
angel said to the shepherds, “Do not be afraid. I bring 
you good news of great 

joy that will be for all people. Today in the town of 
David (another name for Bethlehem) a Savior has 
been born to you; he is Christ the Lord. This will be 


a sign to you: You will find a baby wrapped in cloths 
and lying in a manger.” 

Then, leaving their flocks untended in the fields, 
that which was most valuable to them, the shepherds 
“hurried off” to Bethlehem “and found Mary and 
Joseph, and the baby, who was lying in the manger.” 

Christmas, the celebration of the birth of Jesus in 
Bethlehem of 

Judea, is a significant reminder that there are some 
things in life more important than valuable posses¬ 
sions. Like the valuable sheep of the shepherds in 
the fields around Beit Sahur, some things that seem 
valuable can be left without significant loss, and life 
may be better.

KSP ask motorists to 'Leave More Space' 


The KSP Commercial 
Vehicle Enforcement 
(CVE) Division kicked 
off the 2012 Ticketing 
Aggressive Cars and 
Trucks (TACT) campaign 
today by distributing free 
safety decals to truck¬ 
ing companies to remind 
drivers to 'Leave More 
Space' when maneuver¬ 
ing around large trucks. 
The reflective decals are 
18” x 24” and depict a car 
properly passing a com¬ 
mercial vehicle. 

The TACT program in 
a national campaign to 
crackdown on motorists 
driving recklessly around 
commercial trucks and 
also on truck drivers who 


violate traffic laws. 

The KSP CVE Division 
simultaneously hosted 
six 'kick off' events in 
each enforcement region 
of the state. 

CVE Division Director, 
Lt. Col. Jack Miniard said 
that the TACT campaign 
incorporates enforcement 
with education in an 
effort to reduce commer¬ 
cial vehicle related crash¬ 
es on major highways. 

"This is a great oppor¬ 
tunity for our agency to 
reach out to both truck¬ 
ing companies and the 
general public with an 
educational message that 
has far reaching poten¬ 
tial,” says Miniard. 


"No doubt enforcement 
is key to successfully 
implementing this pro¬ 
gram, but we feel that 
the educational compo¬ 
nent would be a more 
effective way to initiate 
this campaign.” 

Members of the media 
were invited to attend 
the kick off events which 
included ride-alongs, 
safety displays, educa¬ 
tional booths, and inspec¬ 
tion demonstrations. 

Officers will look for 
aggressive driving behav¬ 
iors such as following too 
close; unsafe lane chang¬ 
es; speeding and not leav¬ 
ing enough space when 
passing large trucks. 


Miniard said that 
most people simply don’t 
understand the dangers 
of big-rigs. 

"A car traveling 80 
miles per hour only 
needs 160 feet to stop,” 
explained Miniard. "A 
commercial truck driv¬ 
ing at that same rate of 
speed behind that car 
would take somewhere 
between 800 and 1200 
feet to stop.” 

The TACT program 
is funded and admin¬ 
istered through the 
Federal Motor Carriers 
Safety Administration 
(FMCSA). Kentucky 
joins Alabama, Georgia, 
Indiana, Montana, 


Nevada, North Carolina, 
Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
Texas and Washington as 
one of the FMCSA select¬ 
ed states for the TACT 
project. 

Crash statistics from 
KSP indicate that 70 
percent of fatal crashes 
involving large trucks are 
caused by passenger vehi¬ 
cles. Last year Kentucky 
had 8,564 crashes involv¬ 
ing commercial vehicles 
resulting in 93 deaths. 

"For motorists who 
travel Kentucky inter¬ 
states each day, a crash 
involving a tractor trail¬ 
er can cause extensive 
travel delays, especially 
when the crash is fatal 


for a driver or passen¬ 
gers. We want to reduce 
travel delays by decreas¬ 
ing the number of crashes 
between passenger cars 
and commercial vehicles,” 
adds Miniard. 

Citizens can contrib¬ 
ute to highway safety by 
reporting erratic drivers 
to the Kentucky State 
Police toll-free at 1-800- 
222-5555. Callers will 
remain anonymous and 
should give a description 
of the vehicle, location, 
direction of travel and 
license number if pos¬ 
sible.

Insurers must offer 
child-only policies 

Under a 2010 order from Kentucky Insurance 
Commissioner Sharon P. Clark, all insurers selling 
in the commonwealth’s individual health insurance 
market must offer an annual open enrollment period 
in January for Kentuckians under age 19. 

The annual open enrollment was ordered for each 
January beginning in 2011 and ending in 2013. As 
part of federal health reform, insurers will not be 
allowed to deny coverage, regardless of health status, 
in 2014. 

Clark took the action after insurers notified the 
Department of Insurance in 2010 that they planned to 
cease writing policies on Sept. 23 of that year, the date 
the federal Patient Protection and Affordable Care 
Act prohibited companies offering these policies from 
denying coverage because of an applicant’s pre-exist¬ 
ing health condition. At that time, Clark said she was 
concerned that all Kentucky children who needed a 
"child-only” policy, even those who were healthy, would 
have to turn to Kentucky Access, the state’s high-risk 
pool, placing extra demands on that program. 

"This was our way of protecting these young 
Kentuckians while providing a level playing field 
for insurers,” said Commissioner Clark. "We urge all 
consumers needing this coverage to take advantage of 
this window of opportunity.”

Time for applications 
for crumb rubber grants 

The Energy and Environment Cabinet is accepting 
grant proposals for projects that promote the use of 
recycled waste tires for athletic fields, playgrounds 
and other crumb rubber applications. 

To a limited degree, the cabinet will also consider 
funding research and development proposals for 
experimental practices or technologies that further 
the statutory purposes of the waste tire program - to 
protect human health, safety, and the environment 
- or that will help develop a market for Kentucky 
waste tires. 

Approximately $300,000 is available for projects 
during this grant cycle. Grant funding comes from 
the Waste Tire Trust Fund, an endowment estab¬ 
lished in 1998 by the Kentucky General Assembly to 
receive fees collected from new tire sales. 

Applications must be received by 4:30 p.m. EST on 
Jan. 31, 2012, at the Division of Waste Management’s 
central office in Frankfort. The application and 
any supporting documentation must be submit¬ 
ted in order for the application to be considered.

Lee County took 
an early two point lead 
only to see the Pirates 
storm back to lead by two 
points with 2:02 left in 
the first quarter.

Both teams traded free 
throws and Lee County 
led 33-32 with only 10 
seconds to play in the 
first half.

The starters re-entered 
the game for the Pirates 
in the second half and 
were inspired by the 
bench play. Powell scored 
two quick baskets and 
extended their lead to 
five points. Powell got a 
steal and Monnett hit a 
soft three pointer, after 
another steal by the 
Pirates and Jacob Conner 
hit a three from the wing.

School board sees first draft of PCHS plans, drops nurses agreement

The Powell County 
School Board tackled 
some big issues at their 
December meeting last 
week. They decided to 
hire an architect to work 
on the designs for the 
additions and renova¬ 
tions coming to the Powell 
County High School. They 
also have decided to end 
their agreement with the 
health department when 
it comes to providing 
nurses. 

The nurse issue was 
discussed late in the 
meeting but seemed to 
be one of the most impor¬ 
tant discussions of the 
evening. The school sys¬ 
tem had depended on the 
local health department 
in providing nurses for 
the schools. T 

hat was until last 
spring. At that time 
Kathy Neal, director of 
the Powell County Health 
Department, said that 
cuts made due to the state 
budget would make it not 
possible for the depart¬ 
ment to provide nurses. 

The health department 
took care of the nurse’s 
salaries, insurance and 
retirement. Neal also told 
the Times last March 
that “the state quit reim¬ 
bursing the 20 percent for 
Medicaid they used to do 
last year, so that put us in 
a position that we had to 
pay it and it’s part of our 
budget,” Neal said. That 


would have been 35 per¬ 
cent of the department’s 
budget according to Neal. 

The cost for the nurs¬ 
es was $260,000 a year 
according to Neal. Former 
superintendent Evelyn 
Neely told the Times in 
March that the school 
system only paid for sup¬ 
plies, not the nurses. 

The nurses were pulled 
out of the schools in late 
spring and at the begin¬ 
ning of this school year 
the district hired one full 
time nurse. The school 
system and health depart¬ 
ment had been working 
on an agreement that 
would provide a nurse 
two days a week from the 
department. 

However, current super¬ 
intendent Mike Tate and 
school system director of 
health services, Laura 
Young, do not believe 
the agreement was not 
beneficial to the school 
system. Now the school 
system is exercising their 
right in the agreement to 
notify the health depart¬ 
ment they will be pulling 
out. 

“Mrs. Young and I have 
worked hard, Dr. Noss 
has worked hard to work 
on this partnership with 
the health department in 
using a nurse two days a 
week,” Tate advised the 
board. “There have been a 
lot of disagreements about 
the records. I recommend 
we pull out, have Mrs. 
Young hire a couple of 
part-time nurses and try 
to revisit the partnership 
in the fall.” 


There was some discus¬ 
sion about a provision of 
the agreement that would 
have the school system 
pay $50,000 up front for 
the nurse from the health 
department. Board mem¬ 
ber Donald Curtis spoke 
up in his displeasure with 
the agreement. “This is 
disagreeable and the con¬ 
tract is impossible. What 
they’re asking is ridicu¬ 
lous,” Curtis stated in a 
determined voice. “It is 
not fair and not feasible 
as a school district paying 
for a nurse and she can’t 
do what we need done.” 

Fellow board member 
Evelyn Faulkner also 
seemed dismayed with 
the nurse situation. First 
she asked if the school 
system could qualify for 
an Appalachian grant to 
help with the expense. 
Later she commented, “Is 
this a slap on the hand 
because we stepped out 
and got a nurse on our 
own?” 

“She has never pro¬ 
vided the services listed 
and I’d hope not, “Young 
answered Faulkner’s 
question. “I’m asking 
your permission to notify 
the health department 
we are getting out of the 
contract.” 

“We wonder why there 
is such a cost. Wolfe 
County has about 1,000, 
maybe 1,100 students 
and three full-time nurs¬ 
es; the health department 
takes care of that. Estill 
County, a district com¬ 
parable in size to us has 
three nurses, Rockcastle 


County has three nurs¬ 
es and in all these cases 
the schools pay nothing. 
They are provided by the 
health department,” Tate 
added. 

The board agreed 
unanimously to allow the 
district to exercise their 
right to give notice to pull 
out of the contract. “We 
will just have to hire a 
couple of part-time nurs¬ 
es to help us out,” Tate 
said. 

The board also got to 
look at the first draft of 
the plans for the addi¬ 
tional classrooms, band 
and choral suite and 
room renovations at the 
high school. Last month 
the board voted to spend 
$3.5 million in restricted 
funds to make the nec¬ 
essary changes at the 
school. 

John Cebert Gilbert 
of Ross and Tarrant, an 
architectural firm that 
works mostly on schools, 
was on hand as the board 
hired his firm to work 
up the plans. Gilbert told 
them that the first draft 
may change after getting 
more input from staff 
members. 

The first plan has six 
classrooms being built, 
along with a corridor, two 
restrooms and the band/ 
choral suite on the teach¬ 
er’s parking lot side of the 
building. The renovations 
would be to the 10 small 
classrooms in Corridor 
C. Those rooms would 
be made larger and each 
would have a door, which 
they do not have now. 


Under this plan the 
band/choral suite would 
be nearly 2,600 square 
feet; the additional six 
classrooms would be 
5,000 square feet; and 
the new corridor would 
be 3,000 square feet. The 
plan would have the ren¬ 
ovations covering 7,700 
square feet and there may 
be some work done on the 
bottom sections of bleach¬ 
ers in the gymnasium, so 
they would be more up to 
safety codes. 

“This is just a rough 
draft and it may change,” 
Gilbert told the board. 
“There would be some 
of the teacher’s parking 
lot taken up by this, so 
we would have to look at 
doing some paving and 
parking changes as we 
progressed.” 

The architects will meet 
with staff in January 
2012 to get more ideas 
and the plans could be 
approved by February. 
Following the necessary 
channels of filing docu¬ 
ments with the state in 
April and the construction 
design approval hopefully 
in June, the approval of 
bids for the project could 
come next August. Work 
could possible begin next 
September and be com¬ 
pleted, without any major 
set backs, by late August 
or early September, 2013. 

In other business: 

• The board recognized 
the PCHS Cross Country 
Team for making the 
state cross country meet 
and winning their region¬ 
al meet. 


• The high school, 
migrant program, career 
and technology depart¬ 
ment, transportation 
department and commu¬ 
nity education all made 
presentations to the 
board. 

Transportation director 
Earnie Smallwood also 
gave the board a break 
down of his department. 
“We drove 358,938 miles 
and used 44,249.8 gallons 
of diesel fuel,” Smallwood 
said. “The average for bus 
mileage when it comes to 
fuel is 8.11 miles per gal¬ 
lon.” . The school system 
has 35 buses and current¬ 
ly ruins 27 routes, but a 
new route was scheduled 
to start Dec. 13. 

“I know its tough now, 
but when the budget 
allows, please look at the 
mechanics and bus driv¬ 
ers salaries,” Smallwood 
asked the board. 
Reportedly, drivers have 
not had a raise in at least 
five years. 

• The subject of nam¬ 
ing the football field or 
complex after the late 
Jim Potts came up again. 
Athletic Director Monroe 
Jones is selecting a com¬ 
mittee as the school 
board had advised him 
to do. The board charged 
Jones to have the commit¬ 
tee decide if they wanted 
to name the stadium 
or the field house after 
Potts. Potts was directly 
involved with the money 
used to build both struc¬ 
tures according to Jones.

creeper, like you use to work under cars, under the tables so I can go under and 
fix anything if I need too,” Dennis said. 

On one end there are two bridges crossing over a lake. One bridge is for toy cars, 
the other for the train. 

“The lake bottom is actually an old CarQuest sign and we have 34 goldfish in 
it,” Dennis added. “It took some work to get that worked out. The rocks in the lake 
also came from the creek bed. My son helped me with getting the lake and bridges 
worked out because this is smaller than I usually have it.” 

Dennis said that the track, train set and display is probably about half of what 
he usually has set up at his entertainment building in Rosslyn. “I wanted to bring 
it out so the public could enjoy it and this seemed like a good place,” he stated. 
“We’ve had people from Lexington who were in town come in and spend time look¬ 
ing at the display. They had lunch at Bruen’s behind us and then came back over 
again.” 

Dennis said he has loved train sets and set them up for years. But he is also 
finding others who enjoy them as well. 

“I’ve had people come in and offer to bring items to add to the display and some 
people have asked if we could set it up along the wall so it could be here all year,” 
he added. “I’m not sure I want to commit to that just yet, but some have offered 
to help with that too.”
